c*  Biographical  Notice  of  Christian  Heurich 


u  CHRISTIAN  HEURICH,  son  of  Kaspar  and  Anna  Marguerite  (Fuchs) 
Heurich,  was  born  at  Haina,  near  Rttmhild ,  in  the  then  duchy  of 
Saxe -Me in ingen.  (In  medieval  times  Rbmhild  was  the  capital  of 
the  counts hip  of  Henneberg,  and  in  Mr.  Heurich's  home  in  Washing- 
on  are  carved  figures  representing  an  early  Count  and  Countess 
of  Henneberg.)  His  date  of  birth  was  12  September  lo42. 

As  a  boy  Mr,  Heurich  learned  the  trades  of  butcher  and  brew— 
+  ti10,  aGe  of  ^  began  those  peregrinations  which  were 

destined  to  take  him  through  Austria,  Germany,  Italy,  and  France 
in  pursuit  of  his  calling.  At  the  age  of  24  he  resolved  to 
emigrate  to  America,  where  his  sister  Elisabeth  and  her  husband. 
Hermann  Jacobsen,  were  living.  He  arrived  in  New  York  in  1866 
3nd  proceeded  immediately  to  the  Jacobsens'  home  in  Baltimore, 


i 
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but  found,  to  his  surprise,  that  they  had  gone  to  the  West 
Indies  aboard  a  sailing-vessel  of  which  Mr.  Jacobsen  was  master 
Undauhted  by  this  unexpected  turn  of  events,  he  made  his  home 
in  the  large  German  colony  of  the  Maryland  city  and  commenced 
the  study  of  English  under  a  German  private  tutor.  Three 
weeks  later  his  sister,  with  her  husband  and  6-year-old  son, 
returned  to  Baltimore,  v/here  a  Joyful  family  reunion  was  held. 

Eighteen  months  after  his  arrival  in  America,  young 
Heurich  decided  to  see  more  of  this  country  than  was  afforded 
him  by  the  Maryland  area,  and  to  improve  his  knowledge  of  the 
English  language.  He  worked  as  a  brewer  in  Chicago,  went  to 
Kansas  where,  in  November  1868,  he  cast  his  one  and  only  vote 
in  a  presidential  election  (for  Gen.  U.  S.  Grant,  v/hose  grand¬ 
son,  Haj.  Gen.  U.  S.  Grant  3rd,  is  President  of  the  Columbia 
Historical  Society),  accepted  employment  as  a  brewer  in  Ripley 
and  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and,  as  an  able  seaman,  shipped  out  of 
Baltimore  for  South  American  ports. 

In  1872  he  settled  permanently  in  Washington,  v/here  he 
went  into  the  brewery  business  with  Paul  Ritter,  v/hose  inter¬ 
ests  he  purchased  the  next  year.  He  founded  and  was  President 
of  the  Christian  Heurich  Brev/ing  Co.,  v/hich  occupied  a  large 
plant  between  25th  and  26th  Sts,  and  D  and  Water  Sts,,  N.  W. 

He  took  great  pride  in  the  purity  of  his  product,  which  was 
endorsed  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
the  French  Government  as  being  absolutely  free  from  any  admix¬ 
ture.  Beginning  in  1900,  medals  were  awarded  the  Heurich  beer 
by  the  Paris,  Liege,  and  Jamestown  (Va.)  Expositions.  He  v/as, 
naturally  enough,  an  opponent  of  prohibition;  it  did  not  make 
sense  tb  him  that  the  manufacture  and  drinking  of  beer  should 
be  outlawed.  But  as  a  patriotic,  law-abiding  citizen,  he  shut 
down  his  plant  when  the  prohibition  law  v/as  passed,  and  did  not 
resume  business  until  its  repeal.  Then,  at  the  venerable  age 
of  90,  v/hen  people  who  have  reached  that  age  generally  think  of 
another  world,  he  became  as  successful  a  business  man  as  he 
had  been  at  the  age  of  30.  He  v/as  also  founder  and  President 
of  the  Christian  Heurich  Ice-Manufacturing  Go, 

Ip  1379  he  bought  the  lot  in  Square  115  where,  in  1892- 
94,  he  built  the  first  fireproof  dwelling  in  the  city  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  now  known  as  1307  New  Hampshire  Ave.,  N.W.  He  also 
owned  many  other  pieces  of  property  in  Washington  and  in  nearby 
Prince  George's  County,  Maryland. 

Heurich  was  active  in  the  civic  affairs  of '‘Washington, 
becoming  a  member  of  various  citizens’  associations.  His  in¬ 
terest  in  the  history  of  the  Nation's  Capital  v/as  shov/n  by 
his  membership  in  the  Columbia  Historical  Society  as  early  as 
1903.  He  v/as  also  Vice-President  of  the  Association  of  Oldest 
Inhabitants,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  Chemical  Society  of  America,  and  the  National 
Geographic  Society,  and  a  director  of  the  Columbia  Title  Insur¬ 
ance  Co.,  the  Christian  and  Eleonora  Ruppert  Home  for  Aged 
and  Indigent  Residents  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the 
German  Orphan  Asylum. 

In  1882,  with  his  first  wife  and  sister,  he  paid  the 
first  of  many  visits  to  Europe.  In  all,  he  crossed  the  Atlan¬ 
tic  73  times.  Pie  also  traveled  extensively  throughout  the 
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United  States.  World  War  I  (1914-19)  interrupted  the  almost 
annual  visits  of  the  Heurich  family  to  Europe,  and  they  did 
not  go  again  until  1922.  Mr.  Heurich  had  many  philanthropies 
In  both  the  United  States  and  his  ancestral  home  in  Germany. 

The  Duke  of  Saxe-Me iningen  and  Hildburghausen  wished  to  confer 
on  him  a  title  of  nobility,  which  was  declined  by  Mr.  Heurich 
who  valued  his  American  citizenship  too  highly  to  trade  it  for 
a  hereditary  title  from  a  foreign  prince.  However,  15  years 
later  (1929),  he  was  happy  to  accept  the  distinction  of  becom- 
lng  the  first  Honorary  Citizen  of  Rttmhild.  The  second  person
